“fair representation to every man, 
woman and child in Michigan.” 
Lawmakers Criticized 
The delegates bitterly attacked 
the Legislature’s failure to reap­ 
portion itself 
on 
a 
population 
basis every IO years, which the 
constitution says it shall do. 
Under the union plan the Sec­ 
retary of State would reapportion 
the Legislature every IO years. If 
he failed to do so, he fouler be 
compelled by the Supreme Court. 
The Court, however, has refused 
to compel the Legislature under 
the constitution as now w ritten. 
The CIO plan would provide 
a Senate of 33, instead of 32 m er- 
bers, and a House of 99, instead 
of IOO. 
Senate districts would be di­ 
vided as equally as possible, but 
in no case would a district have 
more than 15 per cent above or 
below the average obtained by 
dividing 33 into the state’s total 
population. 
The House would be sim ilarly 
divided, with the same 15 per cent 
leeway.

The five counties comprise the 
25th circuit, largest in case load 
and population in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. 

Erlandsen said his infor­ 
mation indicates that splitting the 
circuit to create a new circuit 
comprisinig Delta and Marquette 
counties would prove costly both 
to the state and to the counties. 
Redistricting the circuits in the 
Upper Peninsula would balance 
out and equalize the case load and 
thus ease the burden on Judge 
Jackson, Rep. Erlandsen contends, 
without adding the cost of another 
circuit. 
Case Load Unequal 
Indicating the necessity for re­ 
districting the Upper Peninsula 
are the following statistics com­ 
piled by Rep. 
Erlandsen from 
state records: 
The four circuits in the Upper 
Peninsula plus Mackinac in 1950 
had a total case load of 1,320 — of 
which 625 or nearly one-half were 
in Judge Jackson’s 25th circuit 
comprising the five counties of 
Delta, Marquette, Dickinson, Me­ 
nominee and Iron. 
The 25th judicial circuit in 1950 
had a total of 625 cases, compared 
to 319 for the lith, 146 for the 12th, 
170 for the 32nd. 
Cost Would Increase 
While Judge Jackson had 625 
cases in 1950, the average load 
per judge in the U. P. was 327. 
For the state the average case 
load per judge in 1950 was 705. 
On the basis of population, Judge 
Jackson’s circuit has 148,402 com­ 
pared to 56,508 in the lith, 50,726 
in the 12th, and 37,335 in the 32nd? 
In the four circuits in the Upper 
Peninsula the operating cost totals 
$71,076 in state and county fuffds, 
or an average of $17,766 per cri- 
cuit. The addition of another cir­ 
cuit comprisinig Delta and Mar­ 
quette counties would cost the 
state $9,000 and the counties ap­ 
proximately $8,000.

KTEW SPAPERS of Michigan, 
as else- 
where in this country, have tradition­ 
ally guarded jealously the freedom of the 
press. Newsmen have long recognized that 
press 
freedom 
is the keystone of our 
democracy. Without a free press, it is im­ 
possible to have free speech, freedom of 
religion and the other individual liberties 
that are guaranteed to all Americans by 
the Bill of Rights. 
Freedom of the press is not a special 
privilege of newspaper publishers. On the 
contrary, it is a freedom that is possessed 


Chiang's Army No! 
Ready To Invade 
/■CHIANG KAI-SHEK’S N ationalist armies 
^ are in the spotlight again, as new pro­ 
posals are m ade to “take the w raps off’’ 
them and let them attack 
the 
Chinese 
mainland. 
Henry Lieberman, New York Times cor­ 
respondent who ably mans the Hong Kong 
listening post, has observed the National­ 
ist forces stationed on Formosa. He con­ 
cludes that, whatever our intent, Chiang’s 
men are not now ready to launch any large 
scale amphibious assault on the mainland. 
Professional guesses as to when the Na­ 
tionalists will be prepared vary from six 
months to two years, and all estim ates as­ 
sume the United States would furnish the 
needed arm s and other supplies, 
not to 
mention air and naval support. 
Indeed, says Lieberman, Chiang has not 
yet completed programs looking toward 
the effective defense of Formosa against 
Communist attack. This task is naturally 
conceived to be easier than launching an 
invasion across IOO miles of open water. 
The 
Nationalist 
infantry force totals 
around 
400.000, 
about three-fourths of 
these being foot soldiers. While this is a 
sizable number, not all could be committed 
to an overseas attack. Many would have to 
garrison Formosa. 
The experts appear to feel 100,000 to 
200,000 represents 
what 
Chiang 
might 
throw against the mainland. 
But even this force could not essay a 
landing w ithout American aid. 
The Na­ 
tionalist navy is a minor affair. 
Its 
air 
force is inferior even to the Chinese Com­ 
munist contingent, and it m ight also have 
to face Russian-manned planes in such an 
attempt. 
As indicated, too, Chiang would require 
U. S. equipm ent and continuous supplies 
before a m an could march. 
With the best of aid the adventure would 
•till be a tremendous risk. 
Communist 
armies in position to meet a Nationalist 
landing are vastly greater in num ber than 
Chiang’s. 
The Reds have not been idle. 
Their coastline bristles with fortifications, 
and is shielded by radar. 
Any forecast that the m ainland Chinese 
would rise in revolt as the Nationalists hit 
the beach is pure conjecture. Red police 
control on the mainland is rigid. No one 
knows w hether any rebellion could take 
shape. 
Or, for that m atter, w hether the 
m ainland folk would 
welcome 
Chiang’s 
armies. 
It is notable that none of this analysis 
reflects on the quality of Chiang’s troops. 
Lieberm an declares them to be generally 
good, though the combat veterans are ag­ 
ing and getting rusty from lack of battle 
activity. 
We have 350 to 400 army, air force and 
naval personal on Formosa training Chi­ 
nese Nationalist soldiers. Training is said 
to have been stepped up recently. But our 
shipments of military materiel to Formosa 
lag behind schedule, as they do in other 
regions of the world. 
The im portant thing that emerges from 
a cold, factual study of Chiang’s armies is 
that using them is not simply a m atter of 
“taking the wraps off.’’ As they exist to­ 
day, they are probably capable of only 
small hit-and-run raids on lightly defend­ 
ed coastal sectors. 
This does not mean the Nationalists are 
unim portant. It means their potential must 
be viewed realistically. They do not rep­ 
resent a cure-all for our troubles in Korea 
and the rest of Asia. 
They are only one 
cloudy factor in an 
amazingly 
complex 
Asiatic picture.

keep them in power. 
The Michigan Press Association i* un­ 
dertaking x vigorous 
campaign 
against 
news suppression, utilizing the combined 
force of all weekly and daily newspapers 
in the state to combat efforts to conceal 
and suppress news information that the 
newspaper readers of Michigan are entitled 
to have. 
One of the most bizarre examples of at­ 
tempted news suppression in Escanaba oc­ 
curred in the early years of World War II 
when the U. S. government was engaged in 
the ore dock construction here. As a war 
emergency project, the Escanaba ore dock 
construction program was classified “re­ 
stricted,” which meant that it was desired 
to keep the knowledge of the project from 
any potential enemies. 
The fact that details of the project were 
published in virtually every new spaper in 
the country and many national magazines 
as well failed to deter Army press officers 
from attempting to keep this information 
from the people of Escanaba. The Escanaba 
Press reporters were constantly 
brushed 
off in their efforts to secure ffrst-hand re­ 
ports on the project. 
A project of this scope employing sev­ 
eral thousand workers cannot rem ain se­ 
cret, of course. 
Recognizing the right of 
Escanabans to know w hat was going on in 
their own community, the Press did suc­ 
ceed in securing the news stories of the ore 
dock project despite unreasonable threats 
of the news censors. 
At one stage the Army censors fought 
determinedly to prevent publication in the 
Escanaba Press of a chart showing the pur­ 
pose of the ore dock project, despite the 
fact that Time magazine 
and 
the 
Wall 
Street Journal, both nationally distributed, 
had already published these charts. 
The one story that the Army censors in­ 
sisted upon telling was how many thou­ 
sands of dollars worth of War Bonds that 
ore dock project workers were buying each 
week. From the Army censor’s stories, you 
would think that the ore dock project was 
conceived as a means of selling W ar Bonds.

BEAUMONT, Texas—In this, the largest 
oil-refimng city in the world, tidelands oil 
is almost a fighting word.

Native Texan Tom C^iark, who as U. S 
attorney general brought the tidelands oil 
suit, and native Texan Mastin White, sol

To people of the other 47 states, tide 
lands oil may mean nothing more than the 
oil wells drilled under w ater off the coast 
of the United States. But to Texans, it has 
become almost as symbolic as the Alamo.

which runs strong in the Lone Star state 
but part also to the fact that three of the 
wealthiest oilmen of the Southwest—H. L 
Hunt, Clint Murchison and Roy Cullen 
see the tidelands-oil issue as an effective 
stick with which to beat Washington over 
the head.

ana 
Murchison both siphoned money 
up 
to 
Senator McCarthy to help defeat Sen. Mil­ 
lard Tydings in M aryland, while Roy Cul­ 
len paid a million dollars for part interest 
in the Liberty radio netw ork in order to 
put liberal commentator Bill Shirer off#the 
air and substitute for 
him 
anti-Acheson 
propaganda. 
These three are among the leaders of the 
battle against elder statesm an Tom Con­ 
nelly, which is why Texas Attorney Gen 
eral Price Daniels, who knows little about 
foreign affairs, has suddenly become an 
expert on foreign affairs.

Only one tidelands oil well, according 
to the records of the 
geological 
survey, 
has struck anything. This well is in block 
245 and produced 49 barrels in a day, aft­ 
er which it was plugged as

w orth the running of a pipeline. Of about 
five other wells near Beaumont, drilled 
close to the shore line some time ago, one 
is bringing in a small return. 
In contrast, 15 or 20 wells have been 
drilled in water several miles off the Texas

An Attack of 'D. T.'s Can Be 
Tragic for Victim and Family

curately the flow of oil, and accordingly 
fix the amount of royalty accruing to the 
people of Long Beach or the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
This is important for several reasons. In 
the first place, revenue from tidelands oil 
off Long Beach was supposed to be held 
in trust for the people of Long Beach; or, 
under the subsequent U. S. Supreme Court 
ruling, for the federal government.

TIDELANDS OIL PILFERAGE

was subject to pilfering. 
“It 
is 
possible for almost anyone to 
drive a tank truck into the field and load 
up,” the alert Long Beach Independent re­ 
ported. The newspaper also quoted Har­ 
bor Engineer Hughes as stating: 
“There is an unnecessarily large number 
of unsealed clean oil outlets at all test 
tanks, trap settings and tank farms that 
are inaaequately controlled.” 


A sad letter comes from a reader, a por­ 
tion of which is quoted as follows: 
“My husband has been a drinker for the 
past tw enty-five years. Lately he has been 
getting spells in the early m orning and I 
think they are delirium trem ens. I wake up 
about 4:30 a. rn.: to find him shaking and 
trem bling, his eyes rolling from side to 
side, and his mouth

though trying to get breath. 
“My questions are: Is delirum tremens 
dangerous? Can It be cured? Does a man 
get violent with delirum trem ens? 
What 
can be done for him? How will I know if 
my husband gets them? Does he need a 
doctor when he gets them ?” 
It would seem that this w om an’s hus­ 
band is truly a victim of delirium tremens, 
which is one of the penalties sometimes 
paid by the chronic heavy drinker of al­ 
coholic beverages. 
An attack take* different forms, and is 
sometimes violent and other times merely 
involves visions of things like snakes un­ 
der the bed or pink elephants on the wall. 
It has been truly called the “shaking mad- 


An attack of delirium tremens is a most 
unpleasant experience. Symptoms come on 
quickly over a period of two or three days, 
usually during rn 1mm adieu lr altar a 


heavy bout of drinking. 
At first, the sleep becomes broken, ap­ 
petite iS lost, and severe restlessness devel­ 
ops. 
Frightening dreams occur and often 
cause the victim to wake up. 
The 
most 
characteristic symptom, of 
course, is the seeing of something which is 
not there. Often this takes the form of 
small moving creatures such as spiders, 
beetles, snakes, mice, rats, or the like. 
A 
fever and excessive sweating, often asso­ 
ciated with other symptoms and signs, may 
follow’. 
ATTACK CAN LAST FOR DAYS 
An attack often lasts for three or four 
days. Eventually, a good long sleep is like­ 
ly to occur after which mental and physi­ 
cal improvement take place rapidly. 
In answer to the specific questions, de­ 
lirium tremens is dangerous, it can usually 
be cured, violence in an attack is common, 
abstinence from alcohol is the most im­ 
portant aspect of treatm ent, and you can 
hardly avoid knowing when your husband 
gets an attack. 
Finally, a doctor’s advice is certainly ad­ 
visable during an attack of delirium tre­ 
mens. 
This is really no disease to joke about, 
since the effects of delirium trem ens on 
the victim as well as on the relatives is lit­ 
tle abort el tragi*.

“THE DATA IS INCOMPLETE” 
A few weeks ago, in one of the weekly 
tests, I asked what was wrong with the 
sentence, “The data is incomplete; much 
of it has been omitted.” The answer was: 
“ ‘Data’ is plural and its verb must also be 
plural, but ‘much’ takes a singular verb. So 
the sentence needs to be reworded, as, ‘The 
data are incomplete; many of the items 
have been omitted.’ ” To this a note was 
added to the effect that some American 
authorities now recognize the use of * data” 
with a singular verb, though it is generally 
condemned in good writing. 
The .singular of “data" is “datum” (DAY- 
tum, DAT-um, or DAH-tum). It is one ol 
many Latin words that we have adopted 
without change into English. Some oth rs 
of similar ending are alumnus, memoran­ 
dum, radius, bacterium. We use the Latin 
plural forms of these without hesitancy — 
alumni, memoranda, radii, bacteria. 
Some readers have, so to speak, patted 
me on the back for pointing out the wrong­ 
ness of “data is,” but wish that I had not 
softened it by adding that the use is now 
somewhat approved iii 'America. 
Others 
accuse me of being behind the times and 
point out. as I knew before, that the Barnes 
survey of 1933 had elevated “data is” from 
the list mal keel “illiterate” in the Leonard 
survey of 1932, into the realm called “es­ 
tablished.” 
But I do not have great confidence in til* 
Barnes survey, or. rather, In the authority 
of its jury, as opposed to the Leonard jury 
mainly linguists, teachers of speech, au­ 
thors and editors, 229 in total number, the 
Barnes jury was made up of 60 radio an 
pouncers, 29 writers, and 40 business men, 
110 in all. From my own fairly wide ac­ 
quaintance among radio announcers 
and 
business men, somehow they .strike mc as 
less competent judges of good English than 
the members of the larger group on the 
Leonard jury. 
I am by no means hidebound on mat­ 
ters of grammar, but I do not agree that 
“data is” has yet become accepted usage 
It may in time, however.

NEW YORK—I am just returned 
all pale and wan, from a hurried 
mission to that bizarre foreign 
land, Washington, D. C., and feel 
slightly soiled, rather like a man 
who has just made a swift trip 
through a sewer. 
We do not get the full blast of 
the stench up here. 
It is thinned 
down by distance, and loses some 
ripeness on the way. 
The feeling about Washington to­ 
day is that if somebody ran helter- 
skelter 
through 
the 
streets, 
in 
seach of an honest man, there 
would be powerful few “Eurekas!’ 
to be heard. 
Not that there is 
prevalence of “honest” dishonesty 
such as burglary or armed rob­ 
bery. 
It is implied thievery of a 
subtle sort, in some cases, and 
just 
plain 
sly 
crookedness 
in 
others. 
I can’t keep up with most of the 
investigations that blossom daily 
like skunk cabbage, on the hill. It 
seems right now that somebody 
more or less swiped some tankers 
from the government and sold 
them for a fat fee through dummy 
corporations for a quick and mon­ 
strous capital turnover. 
Tax Scandals Continue 
Or that somebody got back 
profit on owed income taxes of 
over three-quarters of a million 
bucks, just by knowing the right 
man to handle the case. 
Or that 
Newbold Morris, the man whom 
President Truman hired to clean 
up the governmental cesspool him­ 
self is a member of the law firm 
that was mixed up in the tricky 
shipping deal. 
But the tax scandals continue, 
piled one atop the other, like lay­ 
ers of mouldy cabbage and rotten 
bananas and old coffee grounds 
and putrid m eat in a neglected 
garbage pail, until the smell is an 
odd blend that can best be de­ 
scribed as the smell of corruption. 
It is a tangible smell, and you can 
smell it in the sm art night spots 
and the plush hotels, where the 
sleekly barbered men meet to talk 
big deals and half-heartedly ogle 
the sea of white shoulders on the 
very fancy women. 
What hits the short-termer in 
Washington today is not so much 
the few ancient oranges and old 
fish bones and soggy bits of bread 
that the investigations dredge up 
from a vast compost heap of 
nastiness. 
It is the implied, deep­ 
ly buried rottenness at the core 
This is the corruption that will 
never come clear to view—all the 
successful “deals.” big and little, 
that turned a dirty buck at the ex­ 
pense of governmental honor and 
the taxpayer’s plight. 
You feel in Washington that if 
you hang around a given street 
corner long enough, somebody will 
come up and try to sell you some­ 
thing faintly illegal, for a cut rate— 
or that if you sit down for a drink 
with a stranger you will wind up 
on the front pages as a collabora­ 
tor in some swindle to cut a legal 
corner and make you rich at only 
a mild risk of jail. 
Feeling of Cheapness 
What is equally bad is a feeling 
of cheapness, too. about the seek­ 
ers after “truth.” as if they were 
digging not so much for decency 
as to attract broad attention to 
themselves. 
T am not sure you 
can buy all the mud flung at the 
armed forces in Eddie Hebert’s 
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razzle-dazzle side show of waste 
in military procurement. The way 
af the practiced politician, and 
Congressman Hebert comes from 
the old Louisiana of Huey Long, is 
to seize onto the mink coat and 
the deepfreeze and the oyster 
while the big sins slip quietly by.

NEW YORK — (ZP) — The job 
of making a whole ship out of the 
salvaged stern of the tanker Fort 
M ercer was expected to start to­ 
day at a Brooklyn ship yard.
